ordinances: 
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No. 1. 

An ordinance tu impuse a tax on the real and personal property 
within the City of Baltimore, and to provide for the collection 
ot the Slime fur the year eighteen hundred and thirteen ; and 
lor other purposes. 

1. — Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That a tax of two dol- 
lars shall be, and is hereby, laid and imposed upon 
every hundred pounds worth of property within 
the city of Baltimore, and in proportion for every 
greater or less sum, as the said property shall have 
been valued, in virtue of an act of Assembly passed 
at November session, in the year eighteen hundred 
and twelve, entitled "An act for the valuation of 
real and personal property in the several counties of 
this fState ; " and specified in the returns of the as- 
sessment made by assessors, in virtue of said act, for 
the city of Baltimore ; and the said tax shall be 
paid, collected and received in manner hereinafter 
directed'. 

2. — And be it enacted and ordained. That the 
Mayor be, and he is hereby, authorized and required 
to appoint a suitable person or persons to take an 
accurate account of all the four wheel riding car- 
riages; all the chairs and sulkies; all the wagons 
and carts, the felloes of whose wheels are less than 
four inches in breadth ; and all the riding horses 
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kept within the city, and make a correct return 
thereof on oath, with the name of the owner, and 
their place of residence, as far as they have been 
able to obtain them, in order that the tax imposed 
on them by acts of Assembly may be collected by 
the collector of the city, to whose care and keeping 
the said accounts shall be delivered ; for which ser- 
vice the Mayor may allow the person or persons so 
appointed, any sum in his discretion, not exceeding 
one hundred and fifty dollars. 

3. — And be it enacted and ordained. That the per- 
son or persons in whose sustody or keeping any of 
the articles aforesaid are found, shall be considered 
the owner thereof, and liable to pay the tax, unless 
they make known the true owner to the person ap- 
pointed by the Mayor as aforesaid. 

4. — And be it enacted and ordained. That there 
be a collector appointed to collect the said taxes, who, 
before he enters upon the execution of his office, 
shall give bond to the Mayor and City Council of 
Baltimore, in the penal sum of twenty thousand 
dollars, with security to be approved by the Mayor, 
for the well and faithful execution of the trust re- 
posed in him by this ordinance, or any other ordi- 
nances of the corporation, and that he will pay 
monthly to the Register of the city such sums of 
money as he shall receive in the course of collection ; 
and that he will complete the said collection on or 
before the first day of February, eighteen hundred 
and fourteen. 

5. — And be it enacted and ordained. That the 
Mayor be, and he is hereby, directed to provide such 
books of account as may be necessary, and deliver 
the same to the Collector for the use of the corpora- 
tion, in which books the said Collector shall enter 
all accounts of taxes and monies to be by him col- 
lected, and shall make and deliver to each taxable 
person, or leave, at his, her, or their last place of 
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abode ; or if a non-resident, at the property, an ac- 
count in writing, of his, her, or their assessment and 
tax, containing the items in words at length, or 
figuies, and the amount thereof, which said account 
shall be Ifeft, or delivered, on or before the first day 
of August next ; and if the said tax is not paid by 
the first day of September next, that then, and in 
such case, the said Collector is hereby authorized 
and directed to proceed without delay to recover 
the same agreeably to the mode prescribed by the 
act of incorporation ; and he shall have and receive 
a compensation of seven and a-half per centum for 
collecting the same, and a commission of six per 
centum for collecting all other taxes imposed by 
any ordinance of this corporation ; or the act of the 
General Assembly of Maryland, and receivable by 
this corporation. 

6. — And be it enacted and ordained. That the 
Mayor be authorized to make transfers on the said 
books, and to allow for insolvencies and removals 
out of the city ; as the commissioners of the tax are 
authorized to do by the act of Assembly before re- 
ferred to. 

7. — And be it enacted and ordained, That the 
Mayor be, and he is hereby, authorized and required 
to procure full and correct copies of the assessment 
lists of all property within the city, which shall be 
assessed in pursuance of the act of Assembly herein- 
before mentioned, as soon as the same is completed ; 
and deliver the same to the keeping of the City 
Collector, whose further duty it shall be to cause plain 
and correct accounts from such lists to be entered in 
the books aforesaid, in the name of each owner of such 
property, the particulars thereof, and the rate and 
amount of tax payable thereon, in which account 
he shall also enter such other taxable articles, and 
the rate and amount as tax as the person may be 
chai'gable with, under the second section of this 
ordinance ; and from time to time enter therein the 
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payments received, insolvencies allowed, or transfers 
made in abatement, or discharge of said taxes, 
which original lists, books, and entries, together with 
all other papers and documents shewing any other 
taxes, or sums receivable by the the City Collector, 
shall be deemed, and is hereby declared to be the 
property of this corporation and shall at all times, 
be subject to the inspection of the Mayor, and ex- 
amination of the City Council ; and the same upon 
the death, resignation, or removal from office of 
such collector, shall be delivered to his successor in 
office, or to the Eegister of the city for the use of 
the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore and their 
successors. 

8. — And be it enacted and ordained. That the 
City Collector be, and he is hereby, allowed and 
authorized until the first day of November next, 
by which time he is hereby enjoined to complete the 
collection of all monies due to this corporation, which 
would have been made previous to the first of Feb- 
ruary, eighteen hundred and thirteen.

No. 2. 



A supplement to the ordinance for leasing the City Hospital, 
and the grounds thereto belonging. 

Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That there be annually 
appointed by a joint ballot of both branches of the 
City Council, twelve visitors of said hospital ; any 
thing in the original ordinance to which this is a sup- 
plement, notwithstanding.

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No. 3. 



An ordinance declaring tlie alley therein mentioned tn bo a pub- 
lic alley. 

Whereas, the proprietors of lots bounding on an 
alley leading from Fish street to Jones, Falls, have 
presented a memorial to this corporation desiring to 
have the said alley made public ; therefore, 

1. — Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, that as soon as all the 
owners of lots fronting on the alley leading from 
Fish street to Jones' Falls, shall sign and deliver 
into the fiegister's office, to be there preserved as 
other public papers, their assent to having the same 
made a public alley of the City, the City Commis- 
sioners are hereby directed to cause the said alley to 
be surveyed, and an accurate plat of its position and 
extent made to be signed and returned by the said 
Commissioners to the Begister's office, to be there 
preserved as one of the public plats of the City. 
Thereupon the said alley shall be taken and con- 
sidered one of the public alleys of the City, and as 
part of the present fourth ward. 

2. — And be it enacted and ordained, that the City 
Commissioners shall cause stone steps to be placed 
at the end of said alley, affording a convenient ac- 
cess to the water of Jones' Falls, the expense where- 
of shall be paid by the Mayor out of any unappro- 
priated money in the treasury not exceeding two 
hundred dollars.

No. 4. 



An additional supplement to the ordinance to regulate the cord- 
ing of firewood brought by water to the City of Baltimore 
for sale. 

Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That from and after the 
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first day of April next all the emoluments arising 
to the several wood corders of the first, second and 
third districts for the cording of wood, and collect- 
ing of the wharfages entrusted to them, shall be 
equally divided among them, so that each wood 
corder of those districts shall, at the expiration of a 
year receive the like compensation.

No. 5. 
An ordinance for the appointment of a City Messenger. 

Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That the Mayor be, and 
he is hereby, authorized to appoint a City Messen- 
ger, whose duty it shall be to attend at the Mayor's 
ofifiee during the hours of business, to perform such 
duties as may be required of him by the Mayor, or 
in his absence by the Register, who shall receive 
such compensation per annum as the Mayor shall 
deem proper, not exceeding three hundred and fifty 
dollars ; and that so much of the ordinance entitled 
An ordinance to prevent nuisances and to enforce 
useful regulations within the City of Baltimore, as 
authorizes the appointment of City Constables, be, 
and is hereby, repealed.

No. 6. 



An ordinance providing for the appointment of Wardens of thp 
Por^ of Baltimore, and for other purposes. 

Whereas, the great and essential interests of the city 
demand the utmost attention to its navigation and 
require that the harbor should be deepened, cleaned 
and preserved from encroachments, and as far as 
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practicable, all injuries to the same be prevented 
from washings of grounds, decayed wharves and 
other causes ; to secure these important objects, and 
the strict execution of ail laws and ordinances 
having relation thereto, 

1. — Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That there be nomina- 
ted and appointed three persons to be Wardens of 
the Port of Baltimore, and it shall be the duty of 
said Wardens to cause all public wharves to be re- 
built or repaired when in their opinion the same is 
necessary ; to cause to be built solid and substantial 
wharves or abutments, of durable materials, at the 
end or termination of all streets, lanes and alleys 
leading to or binding on the harbor, or on Jones' 
Falls, to examine all private wharves, and should 
any such be found or hereafter become decayed or 
defective so as to be injurious to the navigation, the 
Wardens aforesaid shall require the same to be re- 
built or repaired within a reasonable time, to be 
prescribed by them in a written notice to be served 
on the owner or occupier of such wharf; and they 
shall also require the owners or occupiers of lots 
binding on, or running to the harbor, or Jones' 
Falls, to cause the same to be secured, that no injury 
can result therefrom to the navigation, giving there- 
for a reasonable time prescribed in a written notice 
to be served on the owner or occupier of such lot or 
lots; and if the said requisition or requisitions 
should not be complied with, they shall forfeit and 
pay a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for every 
week they shall so neglect, at the discretion of the 
magistrate before whom the same is tried, and if the 
owner is a minor or cannot be found so that the 
penalty cannot be recovered, it shall be the duty of 
the wardens to have the wharf or lot secured at the 
expense of the owner, to be recovered in due course 
of law. 

2. — And be it enacted and ordained, that it shall 
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be the duty of the harbor masters and wood corders 
to conform to such directions as shall be given them 
by the Wardens aforesaid, and especially in relation 
to the time that vessels having on board goods, 
wares, merchandize or any other articles, to sell or 
dispose of, may be permitted to remain at any of 
the public wharves, for such purpose or any other ; 
and to the wharfage that may be demanded for the 
same. And the harbor masters are hereby author- 
ized to demand such rates of wharfage for the same, 
as shall be established by ordinance. 

3. — And be it enacted and ordained, That the 
Wardens aforesaid shall be, and they are hereby, 
authorized to superintend and direct the work to be 
done by the mud machine, and to cause to be built 
two more mud machines of such size and dimensions 
as they shall judge best calculated to answer the 
purposes of deepening and cleaning the harbor ; and 
to procure such additional number of scows as may 
be required ; and also to purchase so many horses, 
and to employ as many workmen as they shall deem 
necessary to carry into effect this or any other ordi- 
nance of the corporation for the improvement or 
preservation of the navigation. 

4.— And be it enacted and ordained. That the 
Wardens aforesaid shall have the charge and direc- 
tion of the lot of ground, on which the powder 
house stands, situated on the south side of the Basin, 
belonging to the city ; and they are hereby author- 
ized to complete the wharf thereon, and with the 
appropriation of the Mayor, to purchase an adjoin- 
ing lot for the purpose of extending and enlarging 
said wharf, and of having deposited thereon the 
mud taken from the harbor ; and when the said 
wharf shall be finished, the said Wardens are further 
authorized to use, occupy or rent the same, as they 
shall judge most advantageous to the interest of the 
city, provided it is not rented for a longer term than 
seven years. 
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5. — And be it enacted and ordained, That it shall 
be the duty of the Wardens to provide additional 
places for the deposit of mud, if practicable, and 
for that purpose they are hereby authorized to enter 
into a contract (with the approbation of the Mayor) 
with the owners of property, situated on the Cove 
(so called) lyiug at the east of Jones' Falls, by means 
of which said Cove shall be filled up, leaving a dock 
in the centre thereof, to be connected with one from 
Harford street, in such manner as shall be most ad- 
vantageous to the city and to those interested in the 
adjoining property, which said contract or agree- 
ment shall be binding when ratified by the City 
Council ; and if such an arrangement cannot be 
agreed upon, it shall be the duty of the Wardens to 
cause a survey to be made, and to report to the City 
Council the plan in their opinion best calculated tor 
improving the said Cove for the benefit of the pro- 
prietors of the property thereon, and the interest of 
the city, with an estimate of the expense attending 
the same. 

6. — And be it enacted and ordained, that all im- 
provements deemed by the wardens necessary to be 
made, shall be accurately delineated on a plat or 
plats by a surveyor, whom they are hereby author- 
ized to employ for that purpose, which said plat or 
plats shall be lodged in the Mayor's office, and shall 
be accompanied with such notes and observations as 
shall be necessary to explain and elucidate the same, 
to be laid before the City Council. 

7. — And be it enacted and ordained, That if on 
examination the wardens should discover that en- 
croachments have been made on the harbor by any 
person having heretofore obtained permission to 
make, build or extend a wharf, it shall be the duty 
of said wardens to institute suit against such person, 
or to report the same to the Mayor, to be by him 
laid before the City Council.

8. — And be it enacted and ordained, that the 
wardens shall cause a survey to be made of the 
grounds east of Ann street, to Harris' creek, and to 
report the same to the Mayor, to be by him laid 
before the City Council at their next session ; the 
practicability of directing the water which now 
ilows down the hills into the harbor, so that the 
same shall empty into Harris' creek, and to make 
an estimate of the expense and to suggest the best 
mode of accomplishing the same, and also to report 
the expediency of directing part of the water which 
now flows down Harford street into some other 
channel, and in the mean time to build such dams 
or abutments as may be deemed necessary to pre- 
vent injury to the navigation. 

9. — And be it enacted and ordained, that there be, 
and is hereby, appropriated the sum of fifteen thous- 
and dollars, for the purpose of carrying into effect 
the great objects of improving and preserving the 
navigation of the city ; and the said wardens or a 
majority of them, are hereby authorized to draw on 
the Register from time to time for the same, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary. 

10. — And be it enacted and ordained. That no 
public watering place for horses or cattle on Jones' 
Falls, within the limits of the city, shall be kept, suf- 
fered or permitted by the owner or others, tenant or 
occupant of any lot adjoining said falls ; and every 
person violating the above prohibition shall forfeit 
and pay a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for 
every day such watering place shall be kept, suf- 
fered or permitted on his or their lot. 

11. — And be it enacted and ordained, That the 
said wardens are authorized to employ a clerk, whose 
duty it shall be to enter in a book or books provided 
for that purpose, all the proceedings of said wardens 
done in virtue of this or any other ordinance ; and 
the same to exhibit to the Mayor or City Council 
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when thereto required, and to allow their clerk such 
sum as they shall think reasonable for his services. 

12. — And be it enacted and ordained, that the 
concurrence of any two of the wardens aforesaid, in 
any resolution or decision, shall be sufficient for the 
purpose of carrying into effect any power or author- 
ity confided to said wardens by this or any other or- 
dinance. 

13. — And be it enacted and ordained. That so 
much of any ordinance heretofore passed, respect- 
ing the navigation, as is contrary to or inconsistent 
with this ordinance, be, and the same is hereby, re- 
pealed. 

14. — And be it enacted and ordained, that the 
said wardens shall receive annually, as a compensa- 
tion for their services, four hundred dollars each, to 
be paid half yearly.

No. 7. 



A supplement to the nrdinance to preserve the navigation of the 
harbor of Baltimore, and to provide for the exercise of the 
powers vested in the Port Wardens by Act of Assembly. 

1. — Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That hereafter all goods, 
wares, merchandise or any other articles which may 
be landed from, or put on board any ship or other 
vessel, boats or scows, on any of the public wharves 
in this city, except as is hereinafter excepted, shall 
be chargable with and pay the following rates of 
wharfage : to wit, for every hogshead of sugar, mo- 
lasses, rum, coffee, copperas, codfish, pipe of wine, 
brandy or oil, five cents ; for every tierce of sugar, 
molasses, rum, wine, flaxseed, coffee, porter, oil, or 
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half pipe of wine, three cents ; for every barrel of 
sugar, coffee, rum, flour, bread, oil, beef, pork, fish 
and quarter cask of wine, one cent ; for every box 
of Havana sugar, two cents ; for every box of fish, 
soap, candles, tin, raisins, fruit, oil in bottles, and 
other articles in boxes of equal size, one half 
cent ; for every bag of coffee, pepper, pimento, co- 
coa or ginger, one cent; for every bale of cotton, 
India and Canton goods, three cents ; for every half 
chest of tea, two cents ; for every quarter chest of 
tea, one cent ; for every keg of shot, raisins, butter, 
lard or fish, one half cent ; for every ton of cordage 
or yarns, ten cents, and so in proportion to the quan- 
tity ; for every ton of hemp, twenty cents, and so in 
proportion to the quantity ; for every ton of iron, 
lead, copper, block tin, steel or any other metal, ten 
cents, and so in proportion to the quantity ; for 
every ton of dye wood, mahogany or lignum vitae, 
six cents, and so in proportion to the quantity ; for 
every crate of ware, five cents ; for every package 
of glass or earthen ware of less size than a crate, 
three cents ; for every bale, trunk and package of 
dry goods, two cents ; for every bundle of leather or 
dry fish, one cent ; for every hundred dry hides, 
thirty cents, and so in proportion to the quantity ; 
for every hundred bushels of salt or coal, twenty 
cents, and so in proportion to the quantity ; for every 
hundred bushels of grain ten cents, and so in pro- 
portion to the quantity ; for every ton of gypsem, 
plaster or ballast, ten cents, and so in proportion to 
the quantity ; for every thousand bricks, ten cents, 
and so in proportion to the quantity ; and for every 
other article not hereinbefore enumerated in propor- 
tion to the bulk of those which are enumerated ; 
provided that all owners or occupiers of stores or 
warehouses fronting any of the public wharves, shall 
be exempt from the aforesaid wharfage on all goods, 
wares, merchandise or any other articles taken from 
or to be put into any of said stores or warehouses. 

2. — And be it enacted and ordained. That it shall 
be the duty of the harbor masters and wood corders 
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respectively, to collect and pay over the aforesaid 
rates, as other monies belonging to the corporation 
are collected and paid over. 

3. — And be it enacted and ordained. That any 
thing in the ordinance to which this is a supple- 
ment, which is contrary to or inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance, be, and the same is 
hereby, repealed. 

4. — And be it enacted and ordained. That the 
wardens of the port of Baltimore, with the approba- 
tion of the Mayor, may employ one or more persons 
in addition to the harbor masters and wood corders, 
to assist in collecting the aforesaid wharfages at such 
compensation as may be agreed on, not to exceed 
what is now allowed to said harbor masters and wood 
corders, and the same to pay over monthly to the 
Kegister for the use of the city.

No. 8. 



An ordinance authorizing Joseph Despeaiix to extend his wharf 
in the eighth ward. 

1. — Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, that Joseph Despeaux 
be, and he is hereby, authorized to extend his wharf 
bounding on Philpot street in the eighth ward, as 
far out into the basin as the county wharf adjoin- 
ing, by a pier or platform not exceecing twenty-four 
feet in breadth and agreeably to a plat to be lodged 
in the Register's office. 

2. — And be it enacted and ordained, that the ex- 
tension of said wharf, either by pier or platform, 
shall be done in a good substantial workmanlike 
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manner, to be approved of by the Mayor and Port 
Wardens; provided before he begins said extension, 
he shall give pablie notice in one or more of the 
newspapers of this city, at least thirty days previous 
to commencing the same, at the expiration of said 
notice, should the Mayor and Port Wardens be of 
opinion the said extension will be no injury to the 
navigation, and he obtain their assent in writing, 
then the said work may commence and be com- 
pleted.

No. 9. 

An orclioance making appropriations for the year 1813. 

Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and City 
Council of Baltimore, That there be appropriated, 
for watching and lighting' the City, a sum not ex- 
ceeding nineteen thousand dollars. 

For cleaning the streets, a sum not exceeding six 
thousand dollars. 

For removing nuisances, a sum not exceeding six 
hundred dollars. 

For the Health Department, a sum not exceeding 
twelve hundred dollars. 

For repairs of paved streets, and the sewer run- 
ning through Bowers' lot, a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five hundred dollars. 

For paving cross streets, a sum not exceeding 
three thousand dollars. 

For printing, stationery and incidentals, a sum 
not exceeding one thousand dollars. 
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For altering and widening footways, a sum not 
exceeding two hundred dollars. 

For repairing of pumps, a sum not exceeding one 
thousand dollars. 

To be apportioned among the following fire com- 
panies, viz : New Market, First Baltimore Hose, 
and United Hose and Suction Engine, Union, Lib- 
erty, Franklin, Mechanical, Friendship, Independ- 
ent, Vigilant, Depford, Columbian and Fell's Point 
Hose and Suction Engine Companies, a sum not ex- 
ceeding four thousand two hundred dollars, includ- 
ing a balance undrawn last year of two hundred 
dollars du6 the Vigilant Fire Company, to be drawn 
for by the Presidents of said companies from time 
to time, or so much thereof as may be necessary for 
keeping their engines and apparatus in repair ; pro- 
vided, they produce to the Mayor a satisfactory ac- 
count for the expenditure of the same. 

For placing flagstones at the intersection of the 
several streets, the sum of one thousand dollars, to 
be apportioned equally on the east and west sides of 
Jones' Falls, at the intersection of such streets as 
the City Commissioners, with the approbation of the 
Mayor, may consider as first requiring the same. 

For the justices of the peace that may be ap- 
pointed to receive the reports of the night watch 
for the ensuing year, the sum of three hundred dol- 
lars, to be apportioned between them by the Mayor. 

For the purpose of erecting new lamps in the fol- 
lowing streets and alleys, to wit : One in Lexington, 
between Howard and Liberty streets ; one on Ger- 
man, between Eutaw and Howard streets ; one on 
Camden, between Hanover and Charles streets ; two 
on the east end of Salisbury street ; one on the east 
end of Queen street, in the seventh ward ; two 
in Bond street, south of Dulany street ; one on 
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Wolf, between George and Pitt streets, one at the 
corner of "Wilkes street and Star alley, one at the 
corner of Wilkes and Washington streets ; one at 
the corner of Fleet and Washington streets ; two in 
Fountain street ; two on Gay street bridge, and two 
on Pratt street bridge, a sum not exceeding two 
hundred dollars. 

For the clerk of the Centre market, in addition 
to his salary, the sum of two hundred dollars ; to the 
clerk of the Fell's point market, one hundred dollars ; 
and to the clerk of the Hanover market, seventy 
dollars. 

For oiling, winding and regulating the clock in 
the steeple of the German Reformed Church, the 
sum of seventy-five dollars. 

For each of the City Commissioners and Com- 
missioners of Health, six hiindred dollars, their 
salary the ensuing year, and for their clerk six hun- 
dred dollars. 

For the Superintendent of streets and pumps for 
the western district, one hundred dollars, and for 
the Superintendent of the eastern district, sixty 
dollars in addition to their salary. 

For making a stand for the casks and a drain un- 
derneath to receive the leakage of the oil in the 
cellar of the watch house in the seventh ward, a 
sum not exceeding fifty dollars. 

For the purpose of erecting an additional number 
of fire plugs, (not exceeding ten) the sum of six 
hundred dollars, to be expended under the direction 
of the City Commissioners, with the approbation of 
the Mayor. To pay the chief justice of the court 
of Oyer and Terminer and goal delivery for Balti- 
more county for his extra services the ensuing year

in the execution of the Act of Assembly entitled an 
act relating to vagrants in the City of Baltimore, 
the sum of six hundred dollars. 

For the purpose of putting a new roof on the 
north and west sides of Hanover market ■ house ; 
plastering sixty feet of the north side and paving 
the public ground on the west side thereof, and for 
regulating the ground within the square of the said 
market house, the sum of eleven hundred dollars, 
or so much thereof, as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose. 

For the purpose of examining into the practica- 
bility of regaining, at or near its original place of 
discharge, the spring of water usually called Olop- 
per's spring, and for other purposes, a sum not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, the examination to be 
made by the Commissioners with the approbation of 
the Mayor, and the expense thereof to be paid by 
the Mayor out of any unappropriated money in the 
treasury. 

For the purpose of paying Elisha T. Bailey a 
balance dae him for paving part of Barre and For- 
rest streets, the sum of one thousand two hundred 
and twenty-four dollars and thirty-five cents. 

For the purpose of paying John Hopkins, late 
City Collector, a balance due to him, the sum of 
one hundred and forty-nine dollars and twenty-eight 
cents. 

For removing the paving stones thrown upon the 
south end of Centre Market space, filling up the 
unpaved part thereof with sand or gravel, so as to 
convey off water, and for the purpose of purchasing 
a suitable lot of ground in some convenient part of 
the city or precincts for a cow and cattle market, 
and for enclosing the same, to be expended by 
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the City Commissioners with the approbation of 
the Mayor, a sum not exceeding two thousand 
dollars. 

For the plastering, painting, paving and spouting 
the new market house in the eighth ward, (as also 
for paying a balance due Archibald Kerr and David 
Burke, of one hundred and eighty-two dollars, due 
them for advances,) to be expended under the di- 
rection of David Burke and Archibald Kerr, in con- 
junction with the City Commissioners with the ap- 
probation of the Mayor, the sum of eleven hun- 
dred and seventy dollars. 

For the purpose of filling up Petticoat alley, be- 
tween Gough and German streets, to paving height, 
the sum of two hundred dollars, to be expended/ 
under the direction of the City Commissioners with 
the approbation of the Mayor. 

For the purpose of repaving German lane, the 
sum of two hundred and twenty dollars, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the City Commis- 
sioners with the approbation of the Mayor. 

For the purpose of repaving such part of Charles 
street, at and near its intersection with Pratt street, 
as the City Commissioners may judge necessary, a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, to be expended 
under the direction of the City Commissioners, and 
agreeable to the directions of the ordinance enti- 
tled an ordinance for extending the foot pavements 
in the City of Baltimore. 

For the purpose of raising and repaving the space 
between the upper and lower Centre Market houses, 
and for spouting the east side of the same, a sum not 
exceeding four hundred dollars, to be expended 
under the direction of the City Commissioners with 
the approbation of the Mayor. 
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For the purpose of putting in good repair the road 
leading from the city to the powder house, a sum 
not exceeding three hundred dollars, to be expended 
under the direction of the City Commissioners. 

For filling up part of Caroline street, near Dulany 
street, in the seventh ward, a sum not exceeding 
fifty dollars, to be expended under the direction of 
the City Commissioners with the approbation of the 
Mayor. 

For the City Messenger that may be appointed, a 
sum not exceeding three hundred and fifty dollars. 

For the payment of the journal of account, the 
sum of fifteen hundred and six dollars.

RESOLUTIONS. 



1. — Eesolved by both Branches of the City Coun- 
cil, That the Union Fire Company be, and they are 
hereby, authorized to erect an engine house in the 
centre of the square of the Hanover Market ; and 
to apply as much of the money as may be appro- 
priatd to the use of the said company for the pres- 
ent year, as may be necessary for purpose. 

2. — Kesolved, That the City Commissioners be, 
and they are hereby, directed to proceed, as soon as 
convenient, to ascertain and establish the divisional 
lines between the city and precincts, in such parts 
or places as the same are uncertain, and return a 
plat of said lines, and streets intersecting them, 
with suitable references and explanations to the 
Register's office, to be there preserved as other pub- 
lic papers. 
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3. — Resolved, That the room over the watch 
house in the seventh ward may, with the assent of 
the present tenant thereof, be used as a place of de- 
posit for the arms of the Sixth regiment of the 
Maryland militia, and shall be under the care of the 
City Commissioners, and the Colonel of that Regi- 
ment, until the Mayor and City Council shall direct 
any other use of it. 

4. — Resolved, That the City Commissioners, with 
the approbation of the Mayor, be, and they are 
hereby, authorized to contract with John Gross for 
the straightening of the east line of Jones' Falls, in 
front of his lot bounding thereon, so as to permit 
the walling thereof to be flush with the abutment 
of the bridge lately erected over said falls, provided 
the same will in their judgment promote the public 
convenience. 

5. — Resolved, That the Mayor, in conjunction 
with the President of each Branch of the City 
Council be, and they are hereby, authorized, in their 
discretion, to contract for and procure, to be con- 
veyed to the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore, 
two parcels of ground, the one owned by James 
Wilson on Holliday street, the other owned by the 
heirs of James Dall, on North street, to be annexed 
to the'city lot, which the Mayor is hereby author- 
ized to pay for out of any unappropriated money in 
the treasury ; in order that the provisions of the late 
Act of Assembly relative thereto' may be carried 
into effect.

6. — Resolved, That a sum not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, be appropriated for the purpose of re- 
ducing Washington square to the level of the estab- 
lished grade of the pavements on Calvert and East 
streets, where they intersect, to be expended under 
the direction of the Mayor and City Commissioners.

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No. 1. 

An ordinance to impose a tax on the real and personal property 
within the City of Baltimore ; and to provide for the collec- 
tion of the same for the year 1814, and for other purposes. 

1. — Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That a tax of two dol- 
lars shall be, and is hereby, laid and imposed upon 
every hundred pounds worth of property within the 
City of Baltimore, and in proportion for every 
greater or less sum, as the said property shall have 
been valued, in virtue of an Act of Assembly pass- 
ed at November session, in the year 1812, entitled 
"An act for the valuation of real and personal prop- 
erty in the several counties of the state," and speci- 
fied in the returns of the assessment made by asses- 
sors in virtue of said act for the City of Baltimore ; 
and the said tax shall be paid, collected and received 
in manner hereinafter directed. 

2. — And be it enacted and ordained, That the 
Mayor be, and he is hereby, authorized and required 
to appoint a suitable person or persons to take an 
accurate account of all the four wheeled riding car- 
riages ; all chairs and sulkies ; all the wagons and 
carts, the felloes of whose wheels are less than four 
inches in breadth; and all the riding horses kept 
within the city, and make a correct return thereof 
on oath, with the name of the owner and their place 
of residence, as far as they have been able to ob- 
tain them, in order that the tax imposed on them 
by Acts of Assembly, may be collected by the Col- 
lector of the City, to whose care and keeping the 
said accounts shall be delivered, for which service 
the Mayor may allow the person or persons so ap- 
pointed any sum in his discretion not exceeding 
one hundred and fifty dollars. 
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3. — And be it enacted and ordained, That the 
person or persons in whose custody or keeping any 
of the articles aforesaid are found, shall be consid- 
ered the owner thereof, and liable to pay the tax, 
unless they make known the true owner to the per- 
son appointed by the Mayor as aforesaid. 

4. — And be it enacted and ordained, That there 
be a collector appointed to collect the said taxes, 
who, before he enters upon the execution of his 
office, shall give bond to the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil of Baltimore, in the penal sum of twenty thous- 
and dollars, with security to be approved by the 
Mayor, for the well and faithful execution of the 
trust reposed in him by this ordinance, or any other 
ordinances of the corporation, and that he will pay 
monthly to the Register of the City on oath, such 
sums of money as he shall receive in the course of 
collection ; and that he will complete the said col- 
lection on or before the first day of February 1815. 

5. — And be it enacted and ordained. That the 
Mayor be, and he is hereby, directed to provide such 
books of accounts as may be necessary, and deliver 
the same to the collector for the use of the corpora- 
tion, in which books the said collector shall enter 
all accounts of taxes and monies to be by him col- 
lected, and shall make and deliver to each taxable 
person, or leave at his, her, or their last place of abode, 
or if a non-resident at the property, an account in 
writing of his, her or their assessment and tax, con- 
taining the items in words at length and the amount 
thereof in figures, which said account shall be left 
or delivered on or before the first day of August 
next ; and if the said tax is not paid by the 1st day 
of September next, that then and in such case, the 
said collector is hereby, authorized and directed to 
proceed without delay to recover the same agreea- 
bly to the mode prescribed by the act of incorpora- 
tion ; and he shall have and receive a compensation 
of seven and a half per centum for collecting the 
same, and a commission of six per centum for col- 
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lecting all other taxes imposed by any ordinance of 
this corporation, or the Act of the General Assem- 
bly of Maryland, and receivable by this corporation- 

6. — And be it enacted and ordained, That the 
Mayor be authorized to make transfers on the said 
books, and to allow for insolvencies and removals 
out of the city ; as the Commissioners of the Tax 
are authorized to do by the Act of Assembly before 
referred to. 

7. — And be it enacted and ordained. That the 
Mayor be, and he is hereby, authorized and required , 

to procure full and correct copies of the assessment 
lists of all property within the City, which has been 
assessed in pursuance of the Act of Assembly, 
hereinbefore mentioned, and deliver the same to 
the keeping of the City Collector, whose further 
duty it shall be to cause plain and correct accounts 
from such lists to be entered in the books aforesaid, 
in the name of each owner of such property, the 
particulars thereof, and the rate and amount of tax 
payable thereon, in which account he shall also en- 
ter such other taxable articles, and the rate and 
amount of tax as the person may be charged with, 
under the second section of this ordinance ; and 
from time to time enter therein the payments re- 
ceived, insolvencies allowed, or transfers made in 
abatement, or discharge of said taxes, which origin ial 
lists, books and entries, together with all other pa- 
pers and documents shewing any other taxes, or 
sums receivable by the City Collector, shall be deem- 
ed, and are hereby declared to be the property of 
this corporation, and shall at all times be subject to 
the inspection of the Mayor, and examination of ' 

the City Council ; and the same upon the death, 
resignation, or removal from office of such collector, 
shall be delivered to his successor in office, or to the 
Register of the city for the use of the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore and their successors.

An ordinance authorizing Enoch Belts and others, securities of 
Benjamin Fowler, to collect the debts therein mentioned. 

Whereas, Enoch Betts, William Pechin, Edward 
Priestly, William Camp and George Milleman, se- 
curities for Benjamin Fowler, late Collector of the 
city taxes, have by their petition to the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, set forth that there is a 
considerable sum of money yet remaining due for 
taxes which accrued during the year one thousand 
eight hundred and thirteen, and that there exists no 
power or authority to enforce the payment of said 
taxes by distress and sale, by reason of the expira- 
tion of the time for which the said Fowler was ap- 
pointed to complete the same. 

And whereas, it is but reasonable that the said 
securities should be authorized and empowered to 
complete the collection of monies still remaining 
due and unpaid as aforesaid. 

Be it therefore enacted and ordained by the May- 
or and City Council of Baltimore, That the said 
Enoch Betts, William Pechin, Edward Priestley, 
William Camp and George Milleman be, and they 
are hereby, authorized and empowered to collect 
and receive all and every sum or sums of money 
that may now be remaining due for city taxes, 
and which the said Fowler was authorized and di- 
rected to collect during the year eighteen hundred 
and thirteen, and before the first day of Febriiary, 
one thousand eight hundred and fourteen ; and they 
are hereby invested with full power and authority 
to proceed to enforce the payment of the same, 
agreeably to the mode prescribed by the act of in- 
corporation : Provided always, and it is hereby ex- 
pressly declared that the power and,authority herein- 
before given by this ordinance, shall not be con- 
strued to prevent the Mayor and City Council from

having immediate recourse against the said securi- 
ties, for any default or failure of the said Fowler, in 
not having completed his collections within the 
time prescribed by the ordinance passed the twen- 
ty-fourth of March, one thousand eight hundred 
and thirteen, and entitled ''An Ordinance to impose 
a tax on the real and personal property within the 
City of Baltimore, and to provide for the collection 
of the same for the year eighteen hundred and thir- 
teen and for other purposes," nor in any way to 
impair or lessen the right of the Mayor and City 
Council of Baltimore against the said Fowler, or 
his said securities.

An ordinance for the inspection and measure of lime. 

1. — Be it enacted and prdained by the Mayor 
and City Council of Baltimore, That a person well 
skilled in the quality and measure of lime, be ap- 
pointed to measure and ascertain the quantity and 
quality of all lime brought to the City of Baltimore 
by land for sale. 

2. — And be it enacted and ordained, That all lime 
brought, as aforesaid, to the city for sale, or inten- 
ded to be used therein, shall be taken to a stand ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, and there submitted on the 
same day on which it is sold to the inspection and 
measurement of the person appointed as aforesaid, 
who shall inspect the same in the wagon, cart or 
other carriage in which it is brought, agreeably to 
the standard hereafter mentioned, and give to the 
seller a certificate of the quantity thereof, and also 
of its quality, ^that is, whether it be first, second 
or third quality, for which certificate he shall be 
entitled to receive thirty-seven and an half cents. 
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3. — And be it enacted and ordained, That the 
Mayor cause to be ascertained the exact number of 
cubic inches contained in the standard bushel meas- 
ure of Baltimore county, agreeably to which stan- 
dard all lime shall be hereafter sold. 

4. — And be it enacted and ordained. That any 
person selling or buying lime brought by land to 
the City of Baltimore for sale, or to be used therein, 
not measured and inspected as aforesaid, except in 
small quantities from retailers, not exceeding ten 
bushels, shall forfeit and pay ten dollars for every 
oifence, one half of which, when recovered, shall 
go to the informer and the other half to the use of 
the city. 

5. — And be it enacted and ordained. That if the 
wagoner or driver shall make use of any divice in 
the loading his wagon or other carriage, or suffer 
auy other person to do so with a view of deceiving 
the inspector and measurer of lime in the quality 
or quantity thereof, or shall, after obtaining a cer- 
tificate, suffer any part of his load to be disposed 
of or diminished, and then sell or offer to sell the 
remainder for the quantity mentioned in his certifi- 
cate, or shall exchange his certificate for any other 
of a greater quantity or better quality, he shall 
forfeit and pay for every offence ten dollars, one half 
to the informer and the other for the use of city. 

6. — And be it enacted and ordained, That it shall 
be the duty of the inspector to make quarterly re- 
turns to the Mayor of the quantity of lime inspect- 
ed, and compensation received for the same. 

7. — And be it enacted and ordained, That all for- 
mer ordinances relative to the measuring and sale of 
lime, inconsistent herewith, be, and the same are 
hereby repealed.

A further supplement to the ordinance entitled " An ordinance 
to preserve the navigation of the harbor of Baltimore, and 
to provide for the exercise of the powers vested in the Port 
Wardens by Act of Assembly." 

Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That from and after the 
passing of this ordinance all wharfage heretofore 
collected on any article whatever landed on any of 
tlie public wharves in the City of Baltimore, shall 
cease, it being deemed impracticable to make such 
-collections since the passage of an act by the Legis- 
lature of Maryland, entitled "An act to prohibit 
the collection of certain wharfages within the City of 
Baltimore."

A further additional supplement to the ordinance entitled, "An 
ordinance to preserve the navigation of the Harbor of Balti- 
more, and to provide for the exercise of the powers vested 
in the Port Wardens by Act of Assembly." 

Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That from and after the 
passing of this ordinance all vessels lying at any 
public wharf within the said city shall be chargea- 
ble with and pay the following wharfage, to wit: 
all vessels whose burthen does not exceed one hun- 
dred and fifty tons, shall pay two cents per Ion ; 
and all vessels whose burden exceeds one hundred 
and fifty tons, shall pay three dollars for each and 
every day, or part of a day, that they shall remain 
at any of said wharves ; and the vessels occuping 
the second tier shall pay two thirds, and those occu- 
pying the the third tier shall pay one-half of the 
aforesaid wharfage.

Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That from and after the 
passing of this ordinance there shall be one addi- 
tional wood corder appointed for the west side of 
Jones' Falls ; and that every wood corder shall re- 
ceive one-sixteenth of a dollar for each and every 
cord of wood by him examined and measured, to be 
paid by the seller, any thing in the ordinance to 
which this is a supplement to the contrary notwith- 
standing.

A supplement to the ordinance entitled "An ordinance for leas- 
ing the City Hospital and the grounds thereto belonging. 

Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That in case Colin Mack- 
enzie and James Smyth, attending physicians of the 
City Hospital, shall, during the terra of their pres- 
ent lease of said hospital and' the grounds attached 
thereto, complete the centre building and lunatic 
asylum, and build an east wing to said hospital, the 
faith of the City of Baltimore is hereby pledged 
that the said Colin Mackenzine and James Smyth, 
shall have a lease of said hospital and premises of 
ten years in addition to the term of years for 
which they now hold the same, in virtue of the or- 
dinance to which this is a supplement, and upon 
the same terms and conditions as are prescribed in 
the original ordinance.

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Hartford street, at the intersection of Queen and 
German streets, with strong stone abutments, fifteen 
feet apart, the whole width of Queen street, with

An ordinance for the improvement of the harbor of Baltimore. 

Whereas, The board of Wardet^s have submitted 
to the City Council a plan for the improvement of that 
part of the city to the eastward of Jones' Falls, com- 
monly called the Cove, and have delineated on a 
map the form of a dock, with streets, lanes and alleys 
leading thereto, which has been approved by the pro- 
prietors of the property bounding on said cove, and 
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which map is deposited in the office of the Wardens 
and marked (A.) And whereas, another plan has 
been submitted to the Mayor and City Council, be- 
lieved to be more advantageous to the city as well 
as to the said proprietors ; and which map and plan 
thereof are also lodged in the office of the War(iens, 
and marked (B.) 

1. Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That six thousand dol- 
lars be, and is hereby, appropriated for the purpose 
of enabling the Port Wardens to proceed with the 
improvement of the said cove on the plan last men- 
tioned, whenever the proprietors of the property 
bounding thereon shall signify their assent thereto ; 
and the said Port Wardens are hereby authorized 
and directed to enter upon the execution of the said 
plan, beginning the block on the west side of Jones' 
Falls, and east side of Samuel Chase's wharf, and 
running thence in a direction to Queen street, when- 
ever they shall receive the assent of the said Samuel 
Chase, and the proprietors of the property bounding 
on the water north thereof; but so as not to extend 
the block or wharves further east than they have 
their assent during the ensuing season. 

2. And be it enacted and ordained, That the Port 
Wardens may, and they are hereby authorized to 
contract with any of the proprietors of property in 
the said cove, to fill up their respective lots with the 
mud of the basin, on snch terms as they may agree 
upon, so as not to fill up any part of the said cove 
to the southward of the permission heretofore grant- 
ed, unless where the improvements are made con- 
formably to the aforementioned plat, beginning the 
same at the west end thereof. 

3. And be it enacted and ordained. That if the 
plan of the dock last mentioned be assented to by 
the proprietors of the property bounding thereon, 
the Port Wardens in such case may, and are hereby, 
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authorized to pledge the faith of the city that the 
dock shall be deepened as soon as it can be conven- 
iently done so as to admit vessels not exceeding eight 
feet draught of water, and that it shall be kept so 
from time to time as occasion may require. 

4. — And be it enacted and ordained, That in order 
fully to establish and render permanent the advan- 
tages to be derived from the intended improvements, 
the Mayor be, and he is hereby, requested, if in his 
opinion it should be needful and advisable so to do, 
to make application to the Legislature, at their next 
session, to sanction by law the plans and improve- 
ments contemplated by this ordinance, so that an 
equitable adjustment of all disputes arising there- 
from may take place, and the difficulties that may 
occur from want of power may be removed, so as to 
enable the said Wardens fully to accomplish the 
beneficial improvements intended hereby.

A supplement to an ordinance entitled "An ordinance to unite 
the powers and duties of the City Commissioners and Com- 
missioners of Health. 

1. — Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That three persons shall 
be appointed City Commissioners and Commission- 
ers of Health, who shall appoint their clerk ; and 
they and their clerk shall have and receive such 
compensation as shall be annually appropriated 
for their services. And the said Commissioners 
shall have and exercise all the powers and duties 
prescribed and given by the ordinance of this cor- 
poration to the City Commissioners and Commis- 
sioners of Health. 
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2. — And be it enacted and ordained, That so 
much of the ordinance entitled "An ordinance to 
unite the powers and duties of the City Commission- 
ers and Commissioners of Health," or any other or-

,and the same is hereby, repealed.

A further additional supplement to the ordioance entitled "An 
ordinance providing for the appointment of Wardens of the 
port of Baltimore^ and for other purposes." 

Be it enacted by the Mayor and City Council of 
Baltimore, That the Port Wardens be, and they are 
hereby, empowered and directed to cause to be re- 
moved, in such time as they think reasonable, ,all 
vessels which now are, and may hereafter be sunk 
in the harbor or port of Baltimore ; and in case the 
owner or owners of such sunken vessel shall refuse, 
or neglect to remove the same, when directed so to 
do by the said Wardens, he or they shall forfeit and 
pay a fine of five dollars per day, for every day the 
vessel shall remain, after due notice as aforesaid, for 
the use of the corporation.

An ordinance making appropriations for the year eighteen hun- 
dred and fourteen. 

1. — Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and

For oiling, winding and regulating the town 
clock, seventy-five dollars. 

For the purpose of paying the interest upon the 
note debt of the city, a sum not exceeding three 
thousand three hundred dollars. 

For paying the journal of accounts, a sum not 
exceeding three thousand dollars. 

To the Superintendent of the powder magazine, 
in addition to his salary, the sum of one hundred 
ajid fifty dollars. 

For the payment of ground rent on the Lexington 
market, the sum of two hundred and twenty-eight 
dollars. 
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To be paid to the Presidents of the following fire 
companies; viz :— New Market, Friendship, Fell's 
Point Hose and Suction Engipe, Deptford and Lib- 
erty, the sum of twelve hundred and seventy-nine 
dollars and twenty-one cents; being the amount of 
bills furnished to the Mayor by the said companies 
for repairing their engines and apparatus for the 
year 1818, and which remained unpaid on the 1st of 
January last. 

For filling up Pratt street and the docks connected 
therewith, and making the wharf in front of said 
street, a sum not exceeding fourteen thousand three 
hundred dollars.

An ordinance making appropriation for the year 1820. 

Be it enacted aud ordained by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore, That there be appro- 
priated — 

For deepening and preserving the harbor, a sum 
not exceeding thirteen thousand dollars, to be paid 
out of any monies arising from duties on tonnage of 
vessels and auctioneers. 

For the improvement of the cove, a sum not ex- 
ceeding two thousand dollars. 

For repairing public wharves, a sum not exceed- 
ing fifteen hundred dollars. 

For removing nuisances, a sum not exceeding five 
thousand dollars. 

For the Health Department, a sum not exceeding 
five thousand dollars. 

For repairing paved streets, a sum not exceeding 
two thousand dollars. 

For repairing unpaved streets, a sum not exceed- 
ing two hundred dollars. 

For paving cross streets within the limits of di- 
rect taxation, a sum not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 

For repairing pumps, a sum not exceeding two 
thousand dollars. 

For watching and lighting the city, a sum not ex- 
ceeding twenty-four thousand dollars. 
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For cleaning the streets, a sum not exceeding 
eight thousand dollars. 

For printing, stationery and incidental expenses, 
a sum not exceeding sixteen hundred dollars. 

For oiling, -winding and regulating the town clock, 
the sum of seventy-five dollars. 

For paying the journal of accounts, a sum not 
exceeding thirty-six hundred dollars. 

For the payment of ground rent on the Lexington 
market, the sum of two hundred and twenty-eight 
dollars. 

For the purpose of paying the interest upon the 
note debt of the city, a sum not exceeding three 
thousand three hundred dollars. 

For opening and extending Pratt street, balance 
due, two thousand dollars. 

For placing flag and stepping stones at the inter- 
section of such streets as the City Commissioners, 
with the approbation of the Mayor, may consider as 
most requiring the same, a sum not exceeding five 
hundred dollars. 

And for the following purposes as per resolutions, 
viz : to be apportioned among the following fire 
companies, to wit : New Market, Liberty, United 
Hose, Union, First Baltimore Hose, Mechanical, 
Friendship, Independent, Vigilant, Deptford, Co- 
lumbian, Fell's Point Hose and Suction, and Wash- 
ington Hose Companies, a sum not exceeding three 
thousand nine hundred dollars ; and for the Property 
Guards a sum not exceeding one hundred and fifty 
dollars, to be drawn for by the Presidents of the 
said companies from time to time, or so much thereof 
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as may be necessary to keep their engines and ap- 
paratus in repair; provided they produce to the 
Mayor a satisfactory account of the expenditure of 
the same. 

For the Independent Fire Company, the sum of 
six hundred and twenty-four dollars and twenty-five 
cents, to be drawn for by the Presidents thereof, 
provided he produce sufficient vouchers to the Mayor 
for the expenditure of the same, and provided it be 
received in full for all demands against the city by 
said company for erecting their engine house and its 
appurtenances. 

For the purpose of paving the public property in 
Eutaw street, and laying a set of flagstones at the 
intersection of Eutaw and Louisiana streets, a sum 
not exceeding three hundred dollars. 

For the purpose of being apportioned by the City 
Commi sioners, among the owners of property on 
Orange alley who have contributed to the paving of 
said alley, in proportion to the advance made by the 
said owners respectively, provided said alley be made 
a public alley, if it has not heretofore been made 
such, a sum not exceeding one hundred and seventy- 
four dollars and twenty cents.

To defray the expenses incurred or to be incurred 
by the Commissioners appointed to lay off streets, 
lanes and alleys within the city, a sum not exceed- 
ing two thousand dollars. 

For digging down and leveling Biddle street, a 
sum not exceeding forty dollars. 

For placing flag and stepping stones across Pearl 
street, where the same is intersected by Saratoga, 
Mulberry and Franklin streets, a sum not exceeding 
one hundred and eighty-five dollars. 

For extending the roof of the Fell's Point Mar- 
ket house, and to place benches under the sides of 
said roof, a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

For securing and improving the bridge over Tan- 
ner's run, a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

To be paid to Noah Fowler, the sum of two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and to John Murphy the sum 
of one hundred and fifty dollars, for their extraordi- 
nary attention and services in assisting the distressed 
inhabitants of Fell's Point during the prevalence 
of the late epidemic. 

For finishing the Belair Market house in the 
third ward, a sum not exceedingone thousand dollars. 

For the improvement of the Fell's Point watch 
house, the sum of seventy dollars. 
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To be paid to Samuel Young, for his extra services 
as clerk to the joint Board of Wardens and Com- 
missioners, the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars. 

For additional lamps within the limits of direct 
taxation, to be located by the City Commissioners, 
with the approbation of the Mayor, a sum not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars.

Besolution relative to the prosecution of the military claim of 
the City of Baltimore against the General Government. 

' Resolved by both Branches of the City Council, 
That the Mayor be, and he is hereby, requested to 
prosecute the military claim of the City of Balti- 
more against the General Government, with all pos- 
sible diligence, and for the purpose of effecting a 
speedy settlement, to repair to the seat of the Gen- 
eral Government himself, and to appoint such agent 
or agents as he may deem necessary to aid him in 
the performance of the duty herein required, and 
that all reasonable expenses attendant thereupon, 
be paid out of any unappropriated money in the 
treasury.

Resolution requesting the Mayor to select a committee to repair 
to Annapolis for the purpose therein mentioned. 

Resolved by both Branches of the City Council,

Eesolved by the Mayor and City Council of Bal- 
timore, That the passage of the law pow pending 
before the General Assembly of Maryland, giving 
a preference to certain proprietors of lots to the use 
of the wharf in front of said lots, would be produc- 
tive of the most injurious consequences to the city 
at large, for many reasons, some of which they will 
enumerate. 

First, it is almost the only landing where the 
wood arrives for the supply of the upper and most 
populous part of the city, and we know of none 
other that could, with convenience, be substituted 
for it. 

Second, should the law pass, it may naturally be 
expected, that the owners of property fronting on 
all the public wharves, would apply for a similar 
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privilege ; and we cannot see with what consistency 
it could be refused; thus would the city be deprived 
of all useful control over the wharves, for they 
would cease to be public except in name. 

Third, the citizens of the state who trade to Bal- 
timore by water, would be at all times at the mercy 
of a few interested men, who would exercise their 
preference according to their profit, pleasure or ca- 
price, and the most vexatious and mortifying disap- 
pointments would be the consequence. 

Fourth, we cannot perceive with what justice or 
propriety the law is prayed for by the few, when its 
consequence will be to inflict so great and lasting an 
injury on the many. The proprietors of the lots 
fronting -on Light street dock, knew the conditions 
on which the wharf was to be built, and the street 
to be opened, so that they have no just cause for 
complaint. 

Fifth, it cannot be expected that the great body 
of the citizens will willingly consent to be taxed for 
the cleaning out of the navigation opposite that 
wharf, if in future it is to be monopolized and ap- 
propriated for the sole benefit of the favored few. 

Resolved, That a copy of the above resolution be 
transmitted to our Senators and Delegates in the 
General Assembly.

Resolution making appropriation for several Fire Companies 
therein mentioned.

to promote any invention by which the use of human 
beings in this business may be dispensed with, 
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Be it resolved by the Mayor and City Council of 
Baltimore, That whenever Peregrine Williamson 
shall produce to the Mayor the assent of any twenty 
inhabitants of this city, who are housekeepers, that 
they are willing and desirous to mate use of the 
said Peregrine Williamson's invention for sweeping 
chimnies, that it shall be lawful for them to have 
the said machine erected in their chimnies, without 
being liable to have their chimnies swept in the 
usual way, or being subject to any fine for the ne- 
glect of having it done ; provided, that this permis- 
sion shall not extend beyond twelve months from 
the passage of this resolution ; and provided also, 
that nothing in this resolution shall be construed to 
exempt said persons from the operation of the ordi- 
nances now in force, if said person or persons shall 
neglect to sweep with said machine as often as may 
be required by law.
